The money will be used to trans- 
ter children between the ages of 
15 and 17 from Germany, Austria, 
Poland and Czechoslovakia to 
Palestine, where they will be placed 
in agricultural co-operativé and 
trade centers. At a obst of 200, a 
ehlld receives care and training in 
agricultural and other. vocations. for 
two years.

Mrs. David B. Greenberg of New

Is corn shucking looking up? As a spectacular 
contest of skill perhaps, but not as an occupation on 
the farm. For the fact is that hand shucking is 
fast dying out. Twenty-two thousand mechanical 
pickers, uncanny machines which snap the ears 
from standing corn, clean off the shucks in less time 
than it takes to tell it and pile the minted gold 
in a wagon, went into service last year. This year 

a still larger number of new machines are being 
bought, farm implement dealers say. Hach machine 
displaces three pickers and reduces the cost of shuck- 
ing from 4.5 cents a bushel to 2.3 cents, so agri- 
eultural economists of the University of Illinois 
have determined. With some 66,000 of them lumber- 
ing over Middle Western cornfields this fall, upwards 
of 195,000 hand shuckers have been displaced.

SCOTT FIELD DESERTER HELD 


Private Anthony Miller Delivered 
to Army Authorities in Washington 

SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 2. Pri- 
vate Anthony Miller, formerly of 
Scott Field, III., was turned over by 
Federal authorities to Fort Lewis 
(Wash.) army officials yesterday 
for trial on charges of desertion 
and embezzlement.
